BACKGROUND

the original hearing other than to reaffirm that drinking problems are woven through

the threads of this case.
The City was of the opinion, as expressed by its Director of Public Works, Ronald

Ford, that by keeping Flad in a temporary status would somehow contribute to a
solution of certain personal problems.
